war between the blacks and whites, 
that started at a negro CSTOP meeting 
at Duncan's chapel, has left a carnival 
of blood up the Pearl river valley un^ 
equaled in the history of the county. 
One white man is dead, another is 
dying with a bullet hole through his 
stomach, and a third is badly wounded. 
Nine negroes were killed in the bloody 
affray—flve men, three women and one 
small child. A dozen or perhaps more 
negroes escaped to the woods and 
swamps with wounds that are believ- 
ed to be certain death in the brush, 
away from medical care.

Moses A. Baldwin of Post No. 44, 
Grand Army, marched with the elab- 
orately constructed effigy to Smith's 
hotel, where it waa swung up into a. 
tree and many pistol shot were fired 
at it.

Then amid the cheers of the 
thousand or more persons who had 
gathered, the effigy was cut down and 
allowed to drop into the flre, where it 
was consumed.

the Official Home ot mis' Presidents 
In Previous Administrations—Some 
Interesting Ilata at the Xomencla- 
tnre of ihe National Cnitltn). 
The reported purpose of the present 


occupants of the "executive mansion" 
to discard that namo as its formal and 
official designation and to use "White 
House" instead, writes the Washington 
correspondent of the New York Post, 
does not represent so radical a change 
as might oe supposed. While "execu- 
tive mansion" is the name vrhicli the 
'WhJte House stationery, lias long borae 
and the name employed in the appro- 
priation bills, there seems to have been 
no uniform practice in this regard dat- 
ing back of Grant's administration. He 
and every president since have used 
that term, as did Lincoln. But Johnson, 
who came in between, employed .at 
least three designations for the place 
from vi-bicli his public papers ciuue— 
executive chamber, executive mansion 
and executive office. On May 1, 1SG5, 
ue transmitted a message to tue senate 
and house bearing the heading, "Ejzec- 
utive Chamber, Washington City." 
Three daj'S later he wrote under the 
heading "Executive AIunsioti,:\Yashing- 
toa," in announcing the funeral of the 
late President Lincoln.lit Springfield, 
III., and ordering the various depart- 
ments closed at noou. On Nov. 11 he 
used the term "executive office" in au 
official eommvmicutiou. 


His use o£ "Washington city" was by 


no means peculiar. That was the des- 
ignation, of this municipality employed 
by the six rabihet officers w'uo sigued 
the formal annouucemeut to ttie vice 
president o:° the death of Lincoln. Pres- 
ident Jacksoii almost invariably refer- 
red to Washington in the same way, a 
southern trick of speech, perhaps most 
familiar in the case of "liaJtitriore city." 
Fiilmore in some of uis publis i/apcrs 
wrote 1'rom the "executive chamber," 
but prior to the civil war period there 
seems to have been little use in official 
messages of any name for the habita- 
tion itself, most presidents contenting 
themselves with simply tho name of 
the city nncl tho date. Monroe. In a mes- 
sage iu 1824, called his official home 
simply "the president's house." That 
shows the designation of his time on 
the part of congress und the president. 
Earlier ia the same administration he 
sent a message-to congress ou tue fur- 
niture of tho "house appropriated for 
the president of the Halted States." He 
suggested, again, that it might be prop- 
er to "commit the care of the public 
buildings, particularly the president's 
bouse and the capital, with the grounds 
belonging to llioni, including likewise 
tho furniture of the latter, in a more 
special manner to a public agent." 


1'Iow lonjr the executive mansion has 


been popularly designated as lliu White 
House seems to be a matter of some 
dispute. It is built of freestone, and In 
order to cover uy the disfigurements re- 
sulting from the British invasion of 
ISM was painted white and has since 
been so umlntamed. The same name 
bus often been applied to other places, 
notably General Grant's famous head- 
quarters in Virginia during tho war, as 
we'l as mercantile establishments In 
this and other cities. 


For. many years before the war there 


was n picnic ground on tho Potomac, 
just below Fort Washington, at which 
the pavilion was known as the "White 
House." Many persons think the des- 
ignation n little too colloquial for oSi- 
cial purposes and formal documents. 
On the other hacd, "Executive Man- 
sion" is 'an uncomfortable mouthful 
and, besides, is employed in many 
of the states for the residence of the 
governor. The house iu which Jeffer- 
son Davis lived in Richmond duttng 
the existence of the Confederate gov- 
ernment was, naturally enough, known 
as "the White House of the Confed- 
eracy" and is still pointed out to vis- 
itors In .that way. 
Of course, the 


soutlsera people simply transplanted 
the nanio that went with the presi- 
dent's residence and would doubtless 
have done so had the Davis house been 
painted green or purple.

power, but simply to confer, to sug- 
gest, to advise, to persuade, we are 
each plc&sed to contribute his mite 
and to retire for the time being to our 
chosen avocations.

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wheat straw, doubtless the poorest 
'roughage oa the farm, can maintain an 
animftl with a small outlay for ground 
wheat, it ought to encourage a farmer 
to bold his cattle. Straw is abaiidant, 
especially' lu the, western part of tbe 
state. In many places It is'being burn- 
ed in order to get rid of it. Where 
straw can be hud for the hauling siail 
wheat ar i;n cents \ter bushel the feed 
Cost of keeping a 1,000 pound cow on a 
maintenance ration need not exceed 
$1.1!5 per mouth. 
Suppose the straw 


costs $o per ton, the feed cost would be 
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only 3i*.."0 per head per month, or $1.50 
moix- than it usually costs In years 
when feed is plentiful. 


Most every farm produces rough feed 


considerably batter than wheat straw. 
Prairie bay, corn fodder, Kaffir corn 
fodder, sorsrbtnn fodder or hay can be 
fed either alone or in combination with 
each other and the atnoufit of grain re- 
quired for maintenance reduced. Where 
red cicver or uifaifa is available littlo 
or no grain D.e*d be fed. 


The present low prices of stock cat- 


tle, will! every prospect of high prices 
lit the spring, and, the cheapness with 
•which the cattle can be wintered, as 
shown by the above experiment, should 
induce farmers to hold their cattle even 
though they oouid be sold at fair prices. 


When the cattle have access to a 


straw stack, they get considerable' chaff 
and more or less shriveled or waste 
wheat blown over with the chuff. Un- 
der these conditions cattle would need 
less of the ground wheat.
